So cleanly were the police arrangs- 
ta at the pier carried out that 
there was no surging of crowds, no 
bustling and baiting of the Tltsntc • 
survivors. 

The pier was crowded with repre- 
sentatives of relief organisations with 
ambulances, surgeon* from the ho* 
pltala, with sisters of charity, nurses, 
doctors— all those who could be of 
help in sllevlstlng distress or suffer- 
ing. 

Presently the Cunarder was laid 
alongalde and tbe gangplanks lowered, 
and then there came tn an incessant 
streama the hundreds who had come 
alive from the most awful disaster Ir. 
marine history. 

Tell Tal* of Horro- 
Ftom a score of passenger* came 
the slory of their swful experience 

The great liner wss plunging 
through a comparatively placid sea on 
the aurface of which there was much 
mushy Ice and here and there a num 
ber of comparatively harmleaa looking 
floes The night wss clear and stars 
visible. Chief Officer Murdoch was In 
rbarge of the bridge. 

Tbe first Intimation of the presence 
of the Iceberg ttfat he received waa 
from tbe lookout In the crow's nest 
They were so close upon the berg at 
this moment that It waa practically 
lmpoaaible to avoid a collialon wltb It 
The first offlcer did what other un 
startled and alert commandera would 
have done under similar circum- 
stances — that la. he made an effort by 
going full apeed ahead on hla star 
board propeller and reveralng his 
port propeller, simultaneously throw- 
ing his helm over, to make a rapid 
turn and clear the berg 

Rips Bottom Open. 
These maneuvera were not success- 
ful. He succeeded In preventing his 
bow from crashing into the Ice clIS, 
but nearly tbe entire length of the 
great sblp oa tbe starboard side waa 
ripped. 

The speed of the Titanic, estimated 
to be at least 21 knots, waa so terriSc 
that the knlMIke edge of tbe Iceberg s 
spur protruding under the sea cut 
through ber like a can opener. 

The shock was almoat Imperceptible. 
The first offlcer did not apparently 
realise that the great ship had re- 
ceived Ita death wound and none of 
the paasengers It Is believed bad the 
slightest suspicion that anything more 
than a uaual minor accident had hap- 
pened. Hundreda who had gone to 
their berths and were asleep were not 
awakened by the vibration. 

Return to Card Game. 
To Illustrate tbe placidity wltb 
wblch practically all tbe men regard- 
ed the accident It Is related that four 
were In tbe smoking room playing 
bridge, calmly got up from the table, 
and after walking on deck and looking 
over tbe rail, returned 
One of them had left hla 
card table, and while tbe 
were gaxing out on tbe sea he re- 
marked that he couldn't afford to lose 
til* smoke, returned for bis cigar, and 
came out again. 

The four remained only a few 
moments on deck. Tbey resumed their 
game under ibe Impression that the 
sblp had (topped for reason* best 
known lo tbe commander and not In- 
volving any danger to ber. Tbe 
endency of the whole ahlp's company 
except the men la the engine depart 
uieul. who were made aware of the 
danger by tbe Inruahlng water, waa to 
make light of ll and In 
even to ridicule the thought of 
ger to so substantial a fabric. 
Slow to Realise Peril. 
Within a few minutes steward* and 
other members of the crew were seut 
round lo arouse the people. Some ut- 
lerly refuaed lo get up.

Aa the ship begsn to settle to 
starboard, heeling at an angle of near 
ly 46 degrees, those who bad believed 
It waa all right to stick by the ahlp 
began to have doubt and a few 
Jumped Into ibe sea These were fol- 
lowed Immediately by others and In 
a few mlnutea there were scores 
around Nearly all of 
life preserver.. 
One man who had a Pomeranian 
dog leaped overboard with It and 
striking a piece of wrec kage was bad 
ly atunned He recovered after a few 
minutes and ewatn toward one of the 
lifeboats and was taken aboard Most 
of tiie men who were aboard tbe Car 
pathla. barring the members of the 
crew who bad manned the boats, bad 
jumped Into tbe sea as the Titanic 
waa settling 

Ship Breaks In Two. 

Under Instructions from offl< era and 
men In charge of lifeboats were row- 
ed a considerable dts'ance from the 
ship herself In order to get away from 
the possible suction tba: would follow 
the foundering The marvelous thing 
about tbe disappearsnre was so lit- 
tle suction as to be hardly appreciable 
from the point where the boata were 
floating. 

There waa ample time to launch all 
boats before tbe Titanic went down, as 
It waa two houra and twenty minutes

The organization of the Institution 
Is also an adaptation to needs. In lieu 
of good primary achoois the Model 
Schools are maintained for pupils 
of Junior grade. To meet the needs 
of mature pupils able to go on rapid- 
ly, but held back by lack of oppor- 
tunity, the Foundation School Is 
maintained. For those who wish to 
lie, onie more proficient In the duties 
of industrial life the Vocational 
sc hools exist with their courses In 
Agriculture.

"All thti time there waa no trace 
of any disorder or panic or nt*h to 
the boata and no acene* of women 
aobhlng hyaterlcally auch a* one gen- 
erally plrtnre* aa happening at *uch 
time, every one .eemed to real ire 
•o .lowly that there wa. Imminent 
danger When It wa* realtaed tht.t 
we might all be preaently In the **a 
with nothing hut our life belta to sup- 
port u. until we were picked up by 
paaalng . learner. It wa* extraordinary 
how calm every one was and how 
completely self-controlled 

One by one the boats were filled 
with women snd children, lowered snd 
roaed away Into the night Presently 
the word went round among the men. 
The men are to be put In boata on 
the itarboard aide' ! waa on the 
port aide ind tno.t of the men walked 
aero., the deck to .ee If thla waa so 
I remained where I waa and preaently 
heard the call: 

"'Any more ladles*' looking over 
the aide of the ahlp. f *aw the boat. 
No IS twinging level with It deck, 
half full of lidlei Again the call wa. 
repeated: 'Any more ladles*' 

I aaw none come on. and then one 
of the crew looked up ind aald: 'Any 
ladlea on your deck, ilrr

WOMEN HEAVED INTO BOAT. 

"I dropped In and fell In tha not 
•om as they cried 'Ix>wer away.' As 
the boat began to deacend two ladlea 
were puahed hurriedly through the 
crowd on II deck and heaved over Into 
the boat, and a babr of ten month* 
pnascd down alter them Down we 
went, the crew railing to those lower 
Ing esrh end to keep her level-'aft.' 
atern.' both togetlnr' until we were 
aome ten feet from the water, and 
here orrurred the only anxloui mo- 
ment we had during the whole of our 
experience from leaving the deck to 
reaching the Carpalhta 

"Immediately below our boat wa* 
the exhauat of the condenaera. a huge | 
dream of water pouring nil the time 
from the ahlp'i aide juat above tbe 
water line It waa plain we ought to 
be .mart away from this not to be 
swamped by It when we touched wu 
ter We had no officer aboard, nor 
petty officer or member of the crew to 
take charge Mo one of the stokers 
shouted: Some one find the pin which 
releasee the boat from the ropea and 
pull It up' No one knew where It 
waa We felt aa well aa we could on 
the floor and sides, but found nothing 
and It waa hard to move among so 
many people- we had sixty or seventy 
on board 

"Down M went and presently float 
ed, with our ropes still holding ua. 
11. e exhaust washing us away from 
the side of the vessel and tbe swell of 
the sea urging us bark against the 
side again The resultant of all these 
forres was an lm|>etus which carried 
us parallel to the ship's side and dl 
rertly under boat 14. which bad filled 
rapidly with men and wa* coming 
down on us In a way 
to submerge our boat

a. m.. aa near as I can remember, we

CRIES ARE UNANSWERED. 

And then, with sll these there

water crying for help with a cry 
that we knew could not be answered 
We longed to return and pick up some 
of those .nlmtnlng. but this would 
have meant swamping our boat and 
further loss of the lives of all of us 
"We tried to sing to keep the worn 
en from hesrlng the crle* and rowed 
hard to get away from the scene of 
the w reik. but I think tbe memory of 
those sounds will be one of the 
things the rescued will find *t dlffl 
cult to efface from memory We are 
trying hard not to think of It. 

"We kept a lookout for lights snd 
several tlmea It was shouted thst 
stesmers' lights were seen, but thev 
to be either a light from 
r a star low down or 
the horlion About S a rn we saw 
faint llghta showing on the sky snd 
all rejoiced to see what we expected 
was the coming dawn, but after 
watching for half an hour and seeing 
no change In the Intensity of the 
light, realized It was the northern 
light* 

"Pre.ently low down on the horlxnr 
we saw a light, which slowly resolved 
Itself into a double light, and w< 
wstched eagerly to iee If the twe 
lights would separate and so prov. 
to be only two of oor boat* or whelh 
er they would remain together. Ir 
which case we should expect them V 
be the masthead light snd a decs 
light below of a rescuing steamer 

CHEER SIGHT OF RESCUER.
